I he  value  of 
C anada’s  dollar  must  be  held  steady  amT 
secure  from  (he  abyss  of  inflation,  which 
could  bring  us  to  defeat  overnight  Savings 
turned  ’■active  " now  will  not  only  help  in 
the  light,  but  also  create  those  imlividual 
reserves  with  whuh  Canadians  may  face  the 
future  with  calm  and  clear-visione<l  confi- 
dence. These  are  the  things  which  we  as  a 
people  can.  and  must,  do  for  ourselves. 

Concerning  (he  fir.st  reason,  it  is  clear  (hat 
Canada's  war  budget  based  as  it  is  half  upon 
taxation  and  half  upon  borrowings,  is  mean- 
ingleu  unless  both  parts  arc  provided  Tax- 
ation IS  high,  but  to  stop  at  taxation  would 
mean  that  we  would  be  making  half-ships, 
half-tanks  half-planes,  half  of  everything, 
and  completing  nothing  whatever.  Nor  can 
that  taxation  be  much  further  increased.  So 
we  are  committed  to  loans,  f'rum  whom 
should  we  borrow  in  this  emergency  if  not 
from  oursclvcvf'  If  wc  remain  honest,  stead- 
fast and  rcsofutc.  nbwhere  in  the  world  is 
there  now’  or  will  there  be  a better  security 
than  a Dominion  of  < anada  bond. 

As  to  the  second  reason,  the  facts  arc 
plain  enough.  Across  Canada  from  Vivtoria 
to  Halifax  the  nation  is  locked  in  its  greatest 
production  effort  ot  all  time  More  indi- 
viduals are  employed  than  ever  before  in  this 
nation's  history.

As  this  it  Canada  s 
first  distinctive  medal,  every  precaution 
should  be  taken  to  see  (hat  tlK  award  is  given 
suitably,  and  only  for  outstanding  service 
The  need  for  (his  care  will  be  (he  greater 
because,  m so  far  is  it  has  been  explained 
already,  the  Canada  .Medal  can  be  given  for 
service  at  home  and  is  not  restricted  to  those 
who  perform  their  qualifying  actions  under 
fire.  It  could,  for  instance,  br  given  to  the 
designer  of  a successful  Canadian  war  plane 
to  one  turning  more  shell  cases  than  any 
other  worker;  or  to  anyone  whose  merit  was 
beyond  the  ' faithful  performance  of  duty,” 
It  is  a good  thing  to  have  such  a general  pur- 
pose award,  but  its  value  will  be  wholly 
dependent  upon  us  use.  In  this.  Canada 
should  aim  high. 
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The  primary  cause  of  juvenile  delinquency, 
no  matter  how  one  looks  at  it.  comes  back

The  penalties  for  that  are  neither  to 
be  denied  nor  condoned.  The  question  is.

"It  was  a running  battle  for  a week  and  a half,”  says  Cowic.  “Two 
merchant  ships  and  a Free  French  corvette  were  torpedoed.  Thirty-five 
of  the  corvette’s  crew  were  lost.  The  “Barrie”  and  another  ship  brought 
the  rest  — almost  three  doyen  ships  — safely  to  port.  As  revenge,  on 
the  way  back  we  tackled  a sub  — and  we  think  wc  ’got’  her.” 

Bill  Cow  ie  had  a close  shave  when  a depth  charge  cxphxlcd  alongside 
his  corvette,  smashing  surface  pumps  and  cracking  boiler  scams.  While 
he  was  aboard  the  corvette  “Buciouchc”,  they  sank  a U-boat  not  far  off 
Nova  Scotia.  Earlier,  his  ship,  a British  armed  merchant  cruiser,  helped 
a convoy  of  30  tankers  elude  a Nazi  surface  raider. 

This  man  knows  the  thrill  of  action  against  Hitler’s  water  wolves.  Jlc 
knows  what  it  is  like  to  see  fighting  comrades  go  to  their  deaths.  Me 
has  seen  the  look  in  the  eyes  of  torpedoed  merchant  seamen  snatched 
from  expected  death. 

"There’s  a big  job  to  be  done  >ci,*’  says  Bill  Cowie,  "and  it  can't  be 
done  unless  folks  at  home  back  us  up.  VC'c  lf  do  the  dirty  work 
— gladly.  All  you  have  to  do  is  lend  your  money.  If  you  could  spend 
just  one  minute  in  action  out  on  the  Atlantic,  you  wouldn’t  hesitate 
about  buying  bonds.”
